An Era in CJla»s Making.. M. de la Bas¬

se's invention marks a distinct era In the his-
lor? of one of our most important industries.
Isever during the history of glass-manufac¬
ture, which extends over pome 3,500 yearn,
las any radical change beeu effected in its
character. The glass-blowers of Egypt, who
practised their art before the exodus of the
children of Israel, and representations of
whom have beeu found oo monuments as

ancient as that event, produced a similar
glas3 to that of our own time?. This has
2>een proved by an examination of glass
ornaments which have been discovered in
tombs as ancient as the days of Moses. It
has been proved, too, by a large bead of

glass, found at Thebes, upon which was in¬
scribed the name of a monarch who lived
1,600 years B. C., and which glass
was of the same specific gravity as our

own crown-glass. It is true, Pliny
mentions that a combination was de¬
mised in the reign of Tiberius which pro¬
duced a flexible glass ; but both the inventor
and apparatus were destroyed, in order, it is
*aid, to prevcut the value of copper, silver,
and gold from becoming depreciated. There
1«, however, no. evidence whatever that this
was the toughening process of De la Kastie,
nor does the record in any way detract from
the merits of that gentleman as the Inventor
of an important economic process. The fad
remains that the world has nowgiveutoit
for the first time, in a practical form, an in¬
vention by which the biittlene>s of glass is
superseded by an attribute of the most val¬
uable nature. toughness. It is by no means

improbable that the old adage "as brittle as

glass " will soon be superseded by a new
one. "as tough as t'lass.".P. F. Kursey,in
Toimlar Science Monthly for September.
